Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The 
combination requires a method of manufacturing an electrically driven air pump wherein 
the housing contains an electric motor, a pump mechanism with at least one fan wheel, 
and wherein the air pump is counterbalanced with the electric motor via balancing in at 
least two planes that space axially apart. No prior art documents appear to teach this 
structural combination or any obvious variants thereof.
